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> Board member 
dismisses appeals 
made at 

November hearing 


After almost three years of 
heated debate over the 
Crystal Beach Gateway 
Project, it appears those who 
were in favour of the proposal 
have come out on top. 

In early November of last 
year, the Ontario Municipal 
Board (OMB) visited Town 
Hall for a week-long hearing, 
the result of several appeals 
made by residents who 
oppose the Town's private- 
public partnership with the 
Molinaro Group, a 
Burlington-based developer, 
to build a 12-storey condo¬ 
minium on the south side of 
Erie Road at Bay Beach. 

On Monday afternoon, a 
decision on the proposal and 
zoning by-law was made 
available in a document that 
is over 50 pages in length.

Reid Rossi, the board 
member who presided over 
the four-day hearing wrote 
in his decision that the by¬ 
law amendment on the

OMB ruling in favour of the 
private-public partnership 
is proof that all the proper 
procedures were followed. 

“There were no shortcuts 
here,” said Mostacci. 

At Monday night’s coun- 
cil-in-committee meeting, 
staff will present a report to 
local politicians on what the 
potential steps are moving 
ahead with the develop- 

Even though the board 
considers it to be a worth¬ 
while project, councillors 
who have expressed their 
concern over it have until 
Feb. 14 to seek permission 
from the divisional court for 
an appeal of the OMB’s 
report, with only questions 
pertaining to law consid¬ 
ered acceptable. 

The court cannot over¬ 
turn the OMB’s finding of 
fact. 

“Since the OMB decision 
is strong, obtaining leave to 
appeal will be difficult,” 
reads the report council will 
consider on Monday. 

Mostacci said council is 
free to go in three directions 
on the issue. 

The first would be to 


accept the OMB's findings 
and move forward. The 
other two involve a by-law 
repeal or motioning to re¬ 
negotiate the agreement 
between the Town and the 
Molinaro Group. 

“Whatever they do, they 
will have to follow a process 
and whatever the decision 
is, there is going to be impli¬ 
cations they will have to 
deal with or accept,” said 
Mostacci. 

Without opposition from 
the current council, the next 
steps are getting approvals 
from the Ministry of Natural 
Resources pursuant to the 
endangered species act, 
relating to the habitat of 
Fowler’s Toads. 

The Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority will 
also have to agree that natu¬ 
ral hazard protection meas- 

“Those matters will be 
addressed as part of the site 
plan approval process,” said 
Mostacci, who estimates it 
will still be a while until that 
takes place.
